Piez in Supreme Charge Under 
Reorganization of Emergency 
Fleet Corporation. 


SEEK GREATER EFFICIENCY] 


Still Aim at 6,000,000 Tons by 
1919—Capps and Bowles 
to Remain in the Work.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—Another 
adjustment of the organization of the 
Emergency Fleet Corporation of the 
United States Shipping Board will go 
into effect Monday as part of a deter- 
mined effort to make good the predic- 
tion that 6,000,000 tons of ships would 
be turned out by the end of 1918. 

One of the most important changes, 
it was stated today, would put Charles 
a Chicago engineer, recently 
elected Vice President of the Fleet Cor- 
poration, in charge of the actual con- 
struction of the vessels and place in his 
hands the many problems confronted 
in obtaining materials and a more com- 
plete spirit of co-operation with the 
builders. 

James Heyworth of Chicago, one of 
the large contractors of the country, 
will, it is said, specialize on the work 
of Building wooden ships, contracts for 
310 of which have bean let. It is doubt- 
ful if any more of these ships will be 
constructed after the present nn. 
are out of the way. 

Reports that he intended to rotire 
were denied tonight by Rear Admiral 
W. C. Capps, General Manager of the 
Fleet Corporation. There have been 
many such rumors, and it has been re- 
ported ‘also that Rear Admiral F. T.

commandeered ships and wooden ships, 
would follow his lead. At the office of 
the Fieet Corporation it was said that 
the developments of the last day or two 
and the arrival on the scene of Mr. Piez 
would mean merety that all would co- 
operate and work to the same end—the 
building of ships. 
Lack ef Co-eperation. 

One explanation of the reorganization 
was that ships were not being construct- 
ed with the rapidity expected, that sev- 
eral of the builders had complained of 
a lack of co-operation on the part of of- 
ficials of the Emergency Fleet Corpor- 
ation, and that materials were not being 
obtained in sufficient quantities. 

The first direct intimation that there 
was to be an alteration of methods came 
some weeks ago with the appointment of 
a Production Committee headed by Mr. 
Piez, President ‘of the Link Belt Com- 
pany of Chicago# The, other members 
were Mr. Heyworth, A. J. Mason of Chi- 
cago, an engineer; Charles Day of Phila- 
deiphia, and Franx Kirby, naval archi- 
tect, of New York. 

These men made a tour of the ship- 
yards on the Atlantic Coast to study the 
situation, and it is probable that all of 
them will act in some capacity to intro- 
auce efficiency and drive into the situa- 
tion. Mr. Day has gone to London to 
study there the fabricated ship turned 
out by the English, and probably will 
attend sessions of the allied conference 
im an advisory capacity asa representa- 
tive of the Fieet Curporation.

If they have succeeded in seizing power 
and formed a * Maximalist Government,’ 


such a vernment cannot express the 
will of ‘the nation. Consequently, the 
Russian Bmbassy in Washington will 
refuse to accept its authority. 

„ Russia can be neaded only by a 
‘national government’ uniting all the 
elements of Russian democ- 
racy. 

Any success of the Maximalists is 

the greatest danger to the new liberties 
of Russia as well as to the cause of the 
Allies. Nevertheless, however disor- 
ganizing and demoralizing can de its 
effect, a Bolsheviki revolt should be 
regarded as an occurrence in the great 
process of reconstruction which is being 
struggled through by the Russian na- 
tion.“ 
It is believed here that Russian dip- 
lomats in all Entente countries win 
adopt a course similar to that of Am- 
bassador Bakhmeteff.

T effect will American participation in the 
‘world war have upon American literature? The 
question is one of great moment for all thinking 


Already it 1s perhaps possible to gain some glimmering 
of an idea of what the final answer will be; This Autumn 
makes the first publishing season this country has had in 
full since America entered the conflict; and the currents | 
of popular interest which its output encounters will be 
an indication of how deeply into the mental and moral | 
structure of the nation the roots of thought and feeling 
are striking, and upon that will depend the measure of 
final influence the war will have upon our literature.” 
While it is probable that the majority of the books pub- 
lished this Fall were not written under the direct stimu- 
lus of our participation in the great conflict, practically 
all of them were written since the war began, and most of 
them were produced under the influence of the conviction 
that sooner or later we would inevitably be taking our 
part in the world struggle. More or less they are all 
bound to feel the birthmark of war. 

But the influence of the war is to be looked for e 
pecially among the readers and buyers of books.

Henry Holt & Co. believe that war conditions “ have 
certainly hurt the demand for most fiction,” but they 
note an interesting eagerness on the part of readers for 
fiction that entertains and amuses. This firm admits 
having been a “ bear.” for some time on the subject.of war 
| books, but for the few it has brought out it has found an 
excellent sale: The Holts think there will soon be an. 
enormous demand from the cantonments for books. And 
they have been counseling booksellers who feel that the 
absorption of women in war knitting is interfering with 
their reading to put up in their windows attractive signs 
advising that “You read while she knits.”

NA day when Latin America, with Its 
boundless natural resources, its untold 


wealth, and its climbing ambition, is 


shaking off the temperamental sloth of cen- 
turies to take en active and epoch-making 
part in the affairs of the universe, the inti- 
mate view of several of the republics south 
of the Caribbean Sea which one finds in this 
exceedingly well-written volume is enlight- 
ening, as well as of absorbing interest. The 
author ts a traveler of unusual insight and 
far-reaching observation. Moreover, his fa~ 
vorite method of journeying afoot enables 
him te penetrate byways that the average 
tourist is Hable to miss altogether. in his 
first book, published in 1910, “ A Vagabond 
Journey Around the World,” he t how 
he—a graduate of the University of Mich- 
igan, where he earned his A. B. degree, of 
Harvard and of Columbia, and a Professor of 
Modern Languages—had chosen literally to 
tramp around the world. Wherever it was 
possible he walked. Later he made other ex- 
tensive walking tours, duly set forth fn the 
three yolumes that led up to that now under 
consideration, He says that, having formed 
the habit of walking early in life, he has de- 
veloped “an inability to depend on others in 
my movements.” So, in his journey down 
the Andes, he covered a considerable portion 
of it on foot. In the map which shows his 
route we see that, with the exception of a 
hundred milles or so—a very short distance 
compared with the whole trip—he walked the 
entire distance from the Colombian capital 
of Bogota to Cuzco, in Peru, approximately 
nearly 1,600 miles, and afterward 1. it 
some 600 miles across Bolivia, fro 

bamba to the Brazilian border. 

What pedestrianism means in Colombia 
may be imagined from the horrified remarks 
of an English owner of mines in that region 
whom Mr. Franck met in Panama. After de- 
claring that walking was out of the question, 
and that his listener would starve to death 
on the way, anyhow, if he depended on the 
natives for food,

Nevertheless, . by Leo Hays, 
who had been a fellow-member of the Zone 
police force with Mr. Franck, the author 
marched out of the main plaza of Bogota on 
the morning of Aug. 1, for the walk to Quito, 
in Ecuador. The wayfarers had managed to 
persuade a shiftiess Chibcha Indian carga- 
dore to carry their two suitcases to the next 


‘town, a short day’s journey away, for 60 


eents, “‘at least twice his average daily 
earnings,” and Hays volunteered to shadow 
the carrier for the first day. The purpose 
was, if possible, to persuade the man to go 
on with them indefinitely. The following 
description of this first day out of Bogota 
gives a general picture of many more days 
on the road, and therefore may be advanta- 
geously quoted:

It is not a e impression that the 
author gives of climate and living conditions 


in Colombia. Uncomtfortably cold except for 


e@ few hours near noon, with no artificial 
heat, and often no light at night in the mud- 
baked houses, there is nothing to do after 
dark but to go to bed—and the beds are gen- 
erally merely board platforms net more than 
five feet long. As he describes his own sleep- 
ing place that first night—it was “ a folding 
bed, in that I had to fold up to get into K.“

Then there is the ever-present mud. The 


people—and of course he refers to the peon 
class, which was that he aimed to study—he 
found shiftless, lazy, 
though always scrupulously polite, and in- 
variably pious—at least outwardly, With 
regard to the view of the common people as 
to the status of the strip of land which once 
was Colombia, but now is Panama, this an- 
ewer of a schoolboy to his teacher's ques- 
tion in local geography, which Mr. Franck 
heard, is illuminating: ‘“‘ Panama—a prov- 
ince of Colombia which is now in rebellion.” 

The impos ty ef obtaining social recog- 
nition in ean communities unless one 
rides a horse or mule is brought out with 
dry humor more than once. The author 
makes it quite clear that to travel afoot is 
to lose caste beyond redemption. One of the 
176 illustrations—which collectively are not 
the least interesting element in the book— 
shows a horseman ef the Cauca in full regalia. 
In addition to his town garb, frock coat and 
all, he would be a social outcast, says Mr. 
Franck, who did not wear 4a Panama bat, 
gloves, a ruang, er poncho, light in color 
and weight; Zamarras, or false trouser legs 
of rubber-canvas, and chilenas, or huge, 
wheel-like spurt. His other possessions he 
carries his cuchugos, the long, soft-leather 


pouch on his cantel, and Inserts his feet in 
shoe-stiirups. In 


heavy, fancily-carved brass 

contrast with this magnificent creature the 
author, in his gray flannel shirt, rough trous- 
ers, leather leggings, and mud-stained boots, 
tramping along the unspeakable roads, might 
well be regarded as a hopeless vagabond, with 
antecedents and intentions alike worse than 
questionable. 

That the volume is so full of detail as to 
be almost can be accounted for 
by the fact that it is a day-to-day narrative. 
Another reason is that it is the avowed pur- 
pose of the author to study the ways of the 
common people of South America. Ashe tells 
us, his was “not a voyage of discovery,” 
but rather to go by hitherto unmentioned 
paths through inhabited and known regions, 
the out-of-the-way corners of familiar citics, 
and the undescribed gathering places of man- 
kind. Zo the reader goes with him down the 
Andes to Quito, where he settled down for 


months, with the result that we have probe-

him. Incidentally, it may be remarked that 
Mr. Franck today wears the uniform of a 
Second Lieutenant of Cavalry, and that he 
was ordered to France just after he had cor- 
rected the proofs of this book. 

Of all the hardships, fatigue, and dangers 
the author endured and passed through in 
his long tramp there is no room here for 
more than passing mention. He never lays 
stress on them himself, and throughout his 
really wonderful book he relates strange in- 
cidents, tells of curious people, and repeats 
religious and other legends just as they came 
to him, leaving the reader to maké his own 
comments. Nothing seems to have escaped 
his observation, and whether he is telling of 
the vagaries of spoken language that he 
noted so often, of the tribal customs of the 
various groups of Indians, of the religious 
ceremonies that he witnessed from time to 
time, or of the loose morality that he found 
in Bolivia, and particularly in Santa Cruz, 
he merely sets it down as part of 4 frank 


and truthful nerrative, without apology or 


defense. A brilliant, colorful, enthralling 
story of adventure. this volume is beyond 
doubt the most entertaining work on South 
America that has yet appeared in the Eng- 
lish language—or in any other, for that 
matter.

“forecasts” were made; noted authors 
and leading publishers were interviewed, 
and the result was decidedly confusing to 
the man in the street who was inter- 
ested in the subject. On the one hand he 
was told that the war would kill”: the 


demand for books, that the latter would | 


be regarded purely as luxuries with which 
ene could readily dispense in times like 
these, and that only the “ practical” kind 
of book—the book dealing directly with 
nome phase of the war—could expect a 
hearing. And then, with equal assurance, 
we were told quite the reverse of all this— 
that the war was bound to create a new 
demand for literature, that people would 
turn to the reading of books as a relief 
from the strain of the epoch-making 
events ugh which we are living; and 
that just because of this craving for men- 
tal relief a strong demand for the very 
reverse of what we might call “ war litera- 
ture was to be expected. 

OW, for the first time, it is possible to 

tell something of the kind of book 
that is actually in demand in wartime. 
One need puzzle no longer over “ fore 
casts "—except as it is interesting to note 
how far right, and how far wrong, some 
of them have been. We have this actual 
knowledge today simply because the books 
that are being published this season are a 
direct result of what publishers and 
authors have found to be the wartime de- 
mand for literature. An interesting analy- 
wis of this result is given, by the publishers 
themselves, in this number of Taz Boox 


_ Review, from which one gathers several 


significant facts. Thus, by the head of 
more than one publishing house we are 
told that the present demand for books is 
exceptionally strong and that as a result— 


to quote what appears to be a typical ex- 


perience—more books are being produced 
this season than ever before. As to the 
character of the books most in demand 
there is a notable agreement. War 
books,” war manuals, histories more or less 
related to the war, are particularly popu- 
lar, while there is traceable a similarly in- 
creasing demand for other serious 
books, among which collections of poetry 
deem to be enjoying a special and, per- 
haps, unlooked-for vogue. Parenthetically, 
it is worth noting that a year ago “ war 
books,” although published in much greater 
mumbers than they are now, had a much 
smaller sale; their popularity, at least in 
this country, dates from the ehtrance of 
the United States into the war. As for

T there will be fewer than ever 

of the old-time holiday gift. books 
this season is indicated by the pub- 
lications that have already appeared. 
Years ago the typical “gift book,” 
printed on ornately decorated paper, with 
full-page color illustrations, elaborately 
bound, and boxed in a way that gave 
it the appearance of a toothsome package 
of confectionery; was. very much in evi- 
dence. People inflicted these gift books 
on their friends not because of a suspected 
Uterary value tn the books themselves, but 
primarily because the latter were outwardly 
festive and “ Christmasy.” But the war 
seems to have sounded the death-knell of 


| this odd literary harlequin—and of all the 


changes that war has brought about in the 
world of books this change may be least 
deplored. And now that this sugary gift 
book of the past has disappeared, its place 
is being more than filled by books that are 
really worth while, books whose appeaf is 
based on the printed page and not on 
decoration and fanciful binding. The new 
gift book is something that deserves a 
hearty welcome this year—and there is 
every indication that the welcome will be 
ungrudgingly accorded. 
one learns from the publishers 
that there is a special demand this 
season for poetry, one naturally asks: 
“What poetry?” As a matter of fact, 
since the war started, the popularity of 
books of verse has been a marked feature 
in the publishing world. But the character 
of the books published to meet this demand 
has been so diversified, so comprehensive, 
that it is difficult to form from it any 
estimate of what thé public really wants 
just now in the way of poetry. We would 
like to be able to say that it is the “ new 
poetry that the public wants, that it is 
by the poets of today that this poetry is 
being furnished. Unfortunately, judging 
by the number of reprints of the “classics ” 
that come in to us, this could hardly be 
said with a sufficient backing of fact to 
make it a truth. Judged only by the 
amount of its publication the “new poetry 
interests the critica] few—a judgment that 
awards neither good nor bad to it—while 
of the classics in poetry there seems to 
be no end. SHAKESPEARE, TENNYSON, 
SWINBURNE, WHITMAN, to say nothing of 
many others, have been coming out in 
cheap editions right along—and the cheap 
editions have sold, so far as we know—but, 
of the “ new poets,” how many have sold? 
Of some of the new poets there is, of 
course, no question as to their popularity. 
Brooxz, for instance, has been a 
“ best seller,” but then, RurzretT Brooxe is 
not, in one sense of the ‘word, a “ new 
poet.” His verse follows the best traditions, 
his poems are loved because of their appeal 
to that poetic sense of which his great pred- 
ecessors are such perfect exponents. But 
of the “new poetry,” what is there that 
one can quote that is at once popular and 
that shows at the same time the impress 
of the so-called new school—free verse, 
cubism, and all the rest of it? It may 
be answered that some of this “ new 
poetry das been popular, and to an extent 
that brought it almost within the “ best 
seller” class. There was “ Spoon River 
Anthology,” for instance, that enjoyed, un- 
doubtedly, during the season that saw its 
birth, an amazing vogue. But one hears 
little of this strange mixture of prose and 
free verse. Evidently it was its specious 
sort of novelty that gave it its first and 
immediate appeal. This having worn off 
there seems to be left nothing of the intrin- 
sic value, the genuine flush of beauty, that

alone gives to poetry its permanence.

THE SUPERNATURAL IN MODERN 
— lish In Extension,

H supernatural element has had a 
place in English literature since the 
dim twilight days that go back to 

„Beowulf.“ But the real precursor of 
supernaturalism in modern English Ut- 
erature, the recognized introduction of the 
„ ghostly "" in English fiction proper, was 
the Gothic novel,“ that tale of terror of 
which the firet instance was Horace Wal- 
pole’s Castle of Otranto.“ That was in the 
late eighteenth century. Since.then, in one 
‘form or another, the supernatural has been 
a prominent element in fiction in English. 
Of late years it has been used more and 
more, in many different ways, with varia- 
tions of subtlety, of complexity, of psychic 
hauntings and scientific questioning. And 
never has it been so much in evidence as 
now. Dr. Scarborough thinks that the great 
emphasis laid upon the supernatural in the 
fiction and literary drama of the present 
day may be due in some measure to the 
war. But whatever its cause may be, the 
fact remains that the supernatural element 
is greatly and variously stressed in our mod- 
ern fiction, and that there is every token 
that its prominence wil] become greater, 
instead of less, in the immediate future. 
There is a group—by no means unimportant— 
of well-known writers who deal with. little 
else. And scarcely an artist of note in Eng- 
lish-language fiction has not produced at 
least one story which makes use of the 
eupernatural. 

Dr. Scarberough’s book is a study of the 
presence of the supernatural in Englieh 
fiction, especially that of late years. It is 
not an argument. It has nothing to do 
with the question of whether or not these 
extra-human happenings are possible or 
„ true.“ It is a literary study solely. Its 
real importance to any student of modern 
literature goes without saying. And it is 
difficult to imagine any specific phase of 
modern literature of which an authoritative 
discussion would be of more vivid interest 
to the fiction-reading. public at large. 

The Gothic novel itself was a protest 
against the excess of realiem and rational- 
ism in the literature of the early eighteenth 
century. ‘Ags Dr. Scarborough points out, 
“the natural had become familiar to 
monotony, hence men craved the super- 
natural.“ And so there came into being 
a mass of fiction dealing with haunted 
castles, horror-infested donjon keeps, hidden 
chambers, ekeletons in armor, terror piled 
on terror for the hair-raising entertainment 
of a public sated with reality, a public 
which, the present author tells us, seemed 
frankly to enjoy the pleasures of fear. And

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WHY STOCKS TUMBLED 


No Business Panic and No Prospect of One, Says George 
E. Roberts, Banker Wartime Causes of Low Prices 


By RICHARD BARRY. 

VISIT to the Street in the early 
part of last week was like a trip 
through No Man’s Land, minus 
the danger, though just as de- 

pressing. The brokers and bankers lay 
inert in their trenches, paralyzed by the 
terrifie barrage, weak and listless, hardly 
able to answer questions, and apparently 
with only one thought: “How long will 
it last?” 

Each day prices had been forced down, 
down, down, not on 
speculative stocks 
alone, but on the 
sound listed securi- 
ties, until they 
teuched what 
seemed bottom 
prices, lower, in 
some instancés, 
than they had been 
for a generation. 
Listed stocks of the 
most substantial 
nature, like steel 
and selected rail- 
roads, went down 
3 to 6 points in a 
day, and gilt-edge 
bonds 1 to 2 points 


bf 
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ing a scale of minimum prices, despite 


the fact that in the previous week J. 


Pierpont Morgan had broken his wonted 


silence to make the public statement that 


n would establish 
prices. 


It was a different Wall Street from 
the one we saw in April and May, con- 
fident in the prospect of war, buoyant 
with a national program at last solidi- 
fied and strengthened. or 


the The 
house of Morgan sat tight; there would 


de no panic, no closing of the Exchange, 


no minimum prices. Moreover, the mili- 
tant head of the house intimated that 
the important thing just now was to win 


“the war, not to bother about the prices 


of stocks; let them take care of them- 
selves. He would not consent to be 
quoted, even to this extent, but it was 
gathered that he would not repudiate the 
expression if it were attributed to him. 
Mr. Baker was not on deck. Mr. Van- 


derlip was in Washington, earning a dol- 
lar a year as a servant of the nation. 
Mr. Noble, President of the Stock Ex- 
change, went to his bed with a severe 
cold after saying that nobody of import- 


ance in the banking world wanted the 
establishment of minimum prices or fa- 
vored closing the Exchange. One 
banker of high repute said explosively, 


after being assured that his name would 


not be used: 
No panic! Nonsense! That is exact- 
ly what we have been through—a panic. 


The truth is that we have tested the 


Federal Reserve Banking act and found 
it sound. Such a condition as we have 
had the last week, if encountered in 
former years, would have meant a panic 


—perhaps only a panic like we had in 


1907, but a panic nevertheless. We have 
weathered the storm; we have come 


_ through safe and sound; not a failure; 


not a collapse, not even of any little job- 


bing house; not one single bank high or 
low even threatened with nasty rumors. 
It is a triumph of the new Federal or- 
ganization.” 

The eminent banker. would not even 
hazard a guess as to what brought the 
market down; the only thing of which he 
was sure, beyond the evident fact that 
Wall Street had survived a panic in all 
but name, was that prices had touched 
the extreme bottom; that they could go 
down no further.

Another authority was sought, a man 
comparatively on the side lines, formerly 


Director of the United States Mint— 


George E. Roberts, now assistant to the 
President of the National City Bank. In 
his secluded office, a block from the 
Stock Exchange, he spoke temperately 
and soundly of the crashing of stocks. He 
said frankly that he had not made up his 
mind as to the wisdom or otherwise of 


establishing minimum prices, therefore he 


could present both sides of the question. 


“Those who advocate the establishing 
of minimum prices are, for the most part, 


investors who have borrowed on the se- 


curity of their stocks and bonds,” he con- 


tinued. “ For many of these the extreme 


lowness of present prices is an especially 


grave matter. In many cases the amounts 
they have borrowed now exceed the value 
of the stocks at the present quoted prices, 


_which any one must concede are far be- 


low normal or reasonable values. In such 

eases the inevitable happens—the stocks 
are —— out to meet the indebtedness. 
Thus the borrowing investor loses not 
only his security, but any possible future 
rise in value. 

“ The prevalence of such cases as thei 
disproves the ordinarily sovnd dictum 
that for every loss on the Exchange there 
is a gain. At such a moment as this, 

there is no gain for 
oe any one in these

Lou said ‘the uncertainty of the fu- 
' ture.” Do you mean the effects of the 
Italian disaster?” Mr. Roberts was 
asked. 

“ That is the superficial acceleration of 
Sts but you must remember that the mar- 
ket was declining before the Germans 
began their drive on Italy. Doubtless 
the news from the Italian front precipi- 
tated the slump, which was already on its 
way. Generally it had the effect of dis- 
sipating any peace hope. It made us all 
realize we were in for a long war. 
course that had been said by public men 
previously, but Wall Street was rather 
skeptical of it. But the last week in- 


vestors have waked up to the probability 


of a most extended war.” 

“ Why should that depress stocks when 
such vast sums of money are being spent 
and the country is unusually prosper- 
ous?” 

“Well, the last Congress hit securi- 
ties very hard and cut into the principal, 
but there may be a fear now that 
the actions of the next Congress will 

| make the work of the last Congress only 
a beginning. This very instability of 
financial legislation has a depressing ef- 
fect. With the possibility of an early 
peace, the fear would go; with a long war 
imminent, the fear is magnified. 

“Then, there has been the failure of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission to 

.incredse freight rates. This has affect- 
ed railroad stocks. Of course, it is all 
psychological, a term, by the way, much 
gbused, yet no other will describe the 
condition. Fear, apprehension, uncer- 
tainty, timidity—the impalpable, the un- 
known have been preying on Wall Street. 
If we knew exactly what we had to face 
much of this low market would disap- 


Of - 
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pear. As it is, we need the 2-o’clock- 
in-the-morning’ courage to meet the situa- 
tion. Once national as well as interna- 
tional affairs are better defined, the mar- 
ket will right itself.“ 

“What are the reasons for not estab- 
lishing minimum prices on the Ex- 
change? 

The chief reason is that establishing 
minimum prices on the Exchange is not 
at all likely to maintain prices. There 
would be no way to prevent Curb or of- 


fice sales. If the Exchange established 


minimum prices there would be nothing 
to prevent sellers seeking buyers out- 
side. So it would only lessen the work of 
the Exchange, and might even have a 
further depressing effect.” 

The declaration of the explosive bank- 
er that a panic already existed was 
quoted to Mr. Roberts. He smiled and 
denied it. 


“ “There is no mistaking a@ panic. On 


the battlefield there is a great d fference 
between a reverse and a rout. In a re- 
verse you retreat with morale intact. In

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a rout you run away from the action de- 
moralized. A panic is a rout. The pres- 
ent low market is merely a reverse, u 
temporary one, I firmly believe, that has 
already reached its worst phase. 

“A panic like that of 1907 is not pos- 
sible today. We know each other better. 
Ten years ago banks operated with far 
more independent freedom than they do 
today. A condition like that existing in 
the Knickerbocker Trust in 1907 could 
not occur in 1917. Then there was a 
shortage of currency; there is no indi- 
cation of that now. Then we had no ef- 
fective supervision of the affairs of all 
banks; now we have. Then there was no 
interlocking system; now there is.” 

The theory of the triumph of the Fed- 
eral Reserve act was mentioned. 

“The Federal Reserve act,” Mr. Rob- 
erts said, “has its steadying value, and 
a most efficient one, but it is not the only 
stcadying fact. Our own New York 
Clearmg Association is far differently 
organized from what it was in 1907.

if one developed, we would know and be 
able to gpply the remedy long before a 
disastrous failure was unavoidable. 

“ But there is a much deeper ahd more 
satisfying reason for security right now 
than the existence of the Federal Reserve 
act or the excellent organization of the . 
Clearing Association. It lies in the fact 
that the past decade has not been in any 
sense a speculative epoch. 

“You must remember that the panic 
of 1907—the so-called ‘ rich man’s panic’ 
—came as the more or less unavoidable 
culmination of a period of riotous expan- 
sion in. numberless industrials. A panic, 
you might almost say, was due. There 
were so many overexpanded enterprises, 
so much wa‘ered stock, so many fever- 
ishly speculative developments, so much 
imagination uttered in stocks and bonds, 
such a nation-wide era of overcapitaliza- 
tion and falze prosperity that something 
had to break. 

“In the end the panic of 1907 was a 
benificent calamity. It cleared the air. 
It swept away the dead wood. It served 
an effective warning to overcapitaliza- 
tion. And it brought about the reforms 
which are protecting us now in a far 
greater crisis. 

“In a certain measure, we may say 
that the panic of 1907 prepared us for 
the.war of 1917 and placed our financial 
system on an absolutely sound basis, 
which will easily be able to meet far 
more vigorous assaults than have been 


made upon it recently. 


“If the decade between 1907 and 1917 
had been guilty of the financial sins that 
were committed in the decade between 
the Spanish war and the panic of 1907, 
then we might well fear for the imme- 
diate future. But we have a clean, sound 
record for the past decade; that will be 
a prime cause in our financial salva- 
tion.”

Y its unanimous control of the

As for the Board of Al- 
dermen, the power of that body is very 
slight; its ability to run counter to the 
decrees of the Board of Estimate is prac- 
tically nil. As an official of the Bureau 
of Municipal Research put it: 
“New York City has to all practical 
purposes a Commission Government. The 
commission is the Board of Estimate.” 
The President of the Board of Alder- 


men, for example, derives much power in 
the City Government from the fact that 


he possesses three votes in the Board of 
Estimate. But the Aldermen as such 


made up by the latter body, goes to the 
Board of Aldermen. The Aldermen miy 
not make any additions nor insert new 
items. Under the law they may, how- 


made its alterations in the budget it goes 
back to the Mayor. And the Mayor, who 
is a member of the Board of Estimate, 
has the power of veto over all the reduc- 
tions which the Board of Aldermen may 
see fit to make.

No body of legislators exists that could 
personally investigate 250 items of ex- 
penditure a week.

A week before the 
meeting of the board each member knows 
what the items voted upon are to be, 
Two days before the meeting each mem 
ber receives a detailed list of these item 
He knows when he goes to the meeting 
how he is going to vote, because he has 
in his hand the results of a complete in- 
vestigation by an expert appointed by 
and responsible to the board as a whole, 
Every investigation must be reported in 
writing, and these reports are placed in 
the hands of each board member. Any

This 
committee turns the matter over to the 
Bureau of Contract Supervision for a 
detailed report of conditions, needs, &e 
By the same process the original request, 
now completely investigated, goes back 
to the board, which acts on. the result of 
the investigation. Not an item is taken 
up by the Mitchel Board-of Estimate that 
has not been thus investigated and re- 
ported upon in writing by men who are 
responsible, not, as in the old days, to 
some city department whose head might 
be a member of the board, but to that 
board as a whole. In the old days when 
investigations were made by the Con 
troller’s office, the investigator was offi- 
cially responsible to one member of the 
Board of Estimate.

lining a defensive work, aerial photo- 
graphs should be taken at various stages 
and examined with a magnifying glass, 
so as to be sure that an enemy photo- 


graph may display nothing indiscreet. 


A large strip of linen, although in 
color harmony with the surroundings, 
often reflects so much light as to be 
quite evident in a photograph. If the 
linen be wet, it becomes a mirror. Black 
surfaces reflect so much light that they 
are quite apparent to the aerial observer. 
Blue appears white. Neutral gray is the 
best disguise for a wagon, because of the 
diminished reflection. 

The time of day changes natural colors 
at a distance. A wood may be green in 
the early morning,. blue at noon, and 
violet at night. There is a radiation 
peculiar to each material, and the artist 
disguising military constructions must 
be conversant with many laws of optics. 
The earth is an excellent reflector, while 
certain disguising materials are not. 
Hence a contrast against the surround- 
ings is quite evident in a photograph.

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When Peace Without Victory Was a Failure 


Ancient Greeks Tried It in the Peloponnesian War, but Their ent 
Resulted Only in Prolonging the Bloodshed for Many Years 


By ELMER DAVIS. 
HE hostile alliances, including in 
their membership nearly every 

State of importance in the civilized 
world, had struggled for years 
with varying fortunes and without 
reaching a military decision. The ex- 
pectations of early and complete victory 
with which all but a few on each side had 
gone into the war had long since van- 
ished, yet the peoples fought on. The 
Generals and statesmen who had been 
in power at the beginning of the war had, 
with few exceptions, disappeared from 
the. stage, usually with diminished repu- 
tations, and their places had been filled 
by new men who had failed to bring any 
particularly new ideas with them. 

It was a war in which some had lost a 
little, some a great deal, and no one had 
gained anything. The great naval power 
which headed one alliance had never been 
challenged in its supremacy; its fleet, 
save for a few minor actions, had been 
engaged only in blockade work; the ene- 
my would not come out. Yet its leaders 
who had depended on their control of the 
sea to bring the war to a speedy victory 
had found that sea power was impotent 
where the enemy had a wide field of ope- 
ration on the land. The great land 
power which was the centre of the op- 
posing league was still unbroken, but had 
suffered sadly in the world’s esteem from 
certain defeats of no great material im- 
portance, and though secure in its con- 
tinental position, had seen the enemy’s 
fieets subdue outlying colonies at their 
leisure. Prestige, that commodity se 
hard to attain and so easily lost, had 
been lost by all the great powers, and 
the only States which had gained in 
glory by unexpectedly. heroic resistance 
had seen that resistance end finally in 
complete destruction. 

The apparently inexhaustible finan- 
cial reserves which had stored up 
against the possibility of war were ex- 
hausted, and taxes were ting to a 


-vastated by the military powers, but 
their commerce had been swept from 
the seas by the enemy’s naval forces. 
Nobody’s objects had been attained; 


appalled by the prospect that it might 


drag on for years longer with no con- 
clusive result. 

And this universal weariness and dis- 
gust was the greater because the war 
had been preceded by a long period of 
peace, which had been accompanied by 
unparalleled prosperity... With the bal- 
ance of power held—in very unstable 
equilibrium, but still held for many 


years—between the two great ententes, 


each distrustful of the other, but each 
afraid to hazard a war and unwilling to 
incur the odium of disturbing world 
peace, commerce, industry and art had 


flourished as never before; the refine- | 


ments of civilization had multiplied to a 
point previously undreamed of; science, 
philosophy, and the sense of a common 
civilization had all combined to decry 
the possibility of another great war 
between the enlightened States. Feel- 
ings of international brotherhood and 
interdependence had grown apace, in 
the face of the undying jealousies and the 


involving one or another of the cultured 
powers the possibility of another general 
war had become so abhorrent that since 
it had actually come the statesmen of 
both sides had never ceased trying to 
wash their hands of the responsibility 
for its outbreak. | 

Now that the war was still dragging 
on after years of fighting, men had be- 


gun to doubt 223 this structure of 
co-operation and tolerance could ever be 
raised again. The moral sense of hu- 
manity had been outraged in ways that 
before the war would have heen un- 
thinkable. Each side had employed bar- 
barous troops from outlying dependen- 
cies, but their occasional outbursts of 
savage atrocity had been outdone by the 
calculated ruthlessness of great and cult- 
ured States which had seized the oppor- 
tunity to blot out troublesome subject 
populations and to make an example of 
small peoples who opposed their military 
ends. In the shrines of what had been 
an international religion there was 
preached and practiced the cult of a 
purely parochial deity, no less patriotic 


and vindictive than his worshippers. 


No part of the world touched by the 
international culture had escaped. The 


republics far across the western sea, re- . 


mote from the causes of the conflict, had 
been fired hy sympathy with the mother 
countries, and some of them had been 
drawn in by the international intrigues 
which had proved that distance was ne 
safeguard in so great a war. It had nut 
been so many years since men in every 
nation had been conscious of the solidar- 
ity of European culture against the Asi- 
atic menace; but now men looked to the 
great military empire of the Orient as 
the possible ally who might bring victory, 
and though so far the Orientals had lim- 
ited their participation in the war to the 
seizure of an outlying stronghold of the 


* 


most aggressive European power, which 
lay dangerously near their own borders, 
they were profiting from the general ca- 
tastrophe in Europe and watching the 
struggle with shrewd calculation. 

Already one of the States most active 
in precipitating the war had been racked 
by revolution which had all but destroyed 
its military usefulness to its allies and 
which had furnished an ominous fore- 
taste of what might happen elsewhere. 
There were murmurings in every bel- 
ligerent nation, murmurings by the poor, 
who, of course, were suffering most; evi- 
dence was plentiful that the discontented 
were rapidly approaching a point where 
they would be willing to ally themselves 
with the enemy, if need be, to promote an 
internal readjustment. Everywhere the 
ruling classes had begun to realize that 
if the war lasted much longer the revolu- 
tionary fever might spread to lengths 
which no man could measure. 

So it was not surprising that in the 
great military power, which had suf- 
fered least material damagé, where the 
danger of revolt against the ruling mili- 
tary oligarchy was imminent, there 
should arise a propaganda for immediate 
peace without annexatiors and indemni- 


ties; ror was it surprising that the lib- 


eral party, those previously most friend- 
ly to the liberal States of the opposing 
coalition, should have been used to spread 
the gespel of this cessation of troubles 
among the enemy. It was craftily sug- 
gested that no one had ever been able 
to determine who began the war, but

of territory, of commerce, of prestige, 


complicated by a number of irredentas 
which had been swept up by the spread- 
ing empire of Athens, as well as subject 
States of democratic and liberal sympa- 
thies which were kept by force under the 
domination of Sparta; and moral ques- 
tions touching vitally the possibility of 
the re-establishment of international so- 
ciety. 

The only aspect in which the parallel 
fails is that Athens, the young, bump- 
tious, aggressive State, whose swelling 
power every one feared and whose prom- 
ises no one would trust, was also the 
more democratic and the naval power. 
Sparta, supreme on land, ruled by a nar- 


row oligarchy, was nevertheless forced 
by circumstance to a policy of hesitant — 
caution in world affairs which, in the 


phrase of a Prussian historian of our 


own day, has never been paralleled save 


by England in the nineteenth century. 
Certainly in the mind of all Greece 
Athens was the unscrupulous and waxing 
power which aimed to force its own mor- 
ally superior culture on its neighbors, 
whether they liked it or not, while Sparta, 
convinced that things as they were s 

be left undisturbed, came to be regarded 
—undeservedly, as it turned out—as the 
champion of small States. 

So when Sparta, fearful of misfortune 
if the war continued, intrigued Athens 
into a status quo ante peace, she was 
ignoring everything that had made the 
war possible. Her own allies who were 
the nearest neighbors of Athens were 


reluctant to accept it. Corinth particu- 


larly, second only to Sparta in impor- 
tance in the Peloponnesian alliance, saw 


all that she had been fighting for thrown 


away. Athens was a constant menace to 
Corinth, as Germany since 1871 has been 
to France.

“Reading and personal intercourse do 
more to create and strengthen mutual 
understanding and sympathy than any- 
thing else. The bonds of intercourse 
and interdependence have, through the 
War and’ circumstances relating to the 
war, become so close and so varied, and 
the relations between us and our allies 
and other countries so intertwined that 
the effects will be reflected in the 
@iinds and lives of the people, and, 
Sherefore, in the educational system. 
The war will affect education—noi 
@ione the educational systems of the 
Various countries engaged in the war. 
ut world education. 

Doubtleas.there will be developments 

amd improvements in the American 
Schools due to the war. In England 
the war has caused as great a revolu- 
tien in education as in Russia it has in 
the Government. I cannot better illustrate 
the feelings of English educators than 
to quote from a book published last 
year, “Eclipse or Empire,” by H. B. 
Gray and Samuel Turner, containing 
chapters on the reconstruction of the 
English school system: 
War after war—not so much upon 
@ur enemies or our rivals as upon our- 
gelves, our own old ways, our own old 
prejudices and preconceptions, social, 
industrial. but above all educational. 
Ht is the only road to future peace, 
future prosperity, and future power.’ 

This sounds the keynote of all the 
books on the reconstruction of the Brit- 
igh schools and shows clearly that edu- 
tors of England hope, through educa- 
tien, through reconstructed school sys- 
n., to strengthen and upbuild their 
eountry in the respects in which it had 
falien down. In some of her reforms 
England is adopting measures which we 
have tried in our school system success- 
fully. 

“The watchword of the hour in the 
Writings of English educators who have 
published works in 1916 and 1917 is Re- 
@onstruction’ in all its entirety. This 
mote is echoed by Gray and Turner, by 
J. H. Badley in his Education After 
the War,’ by Frederick J. Gould in 
British Education After the War,’ and 
tm ‘The Public School System in Rela- 
tion to the Coming Conflict for National 
Gupremacy,’ by V. Seymour Bryant. 
These last three books have been pub- 
lished during 1917 and express the most 
recent ideas and discoveries of the Eng- 
lish school reconstructionists. 

What do they think they need? 
They speak of the need.of education— 
broad, liberal, offering equal opportu- 
mity for the poor and rich alike, based 
mot on accident of birth, but on ability; 
an educational system free from the 
shackles of the old prejudices. In their 
Writings they have shown no mercy to 
themselves, their schools, or their Gov- 
ernment. While they say bluntly that 
they have lost industrial supremacy, 
they also say that they intend to regain 
ft—to regain it through education. 
Education is the vital factor in this 
Great struggle for industrial supremacy 
which: is going on in England, in our 
own country. in every other country. 
‘The world war,’ says Badley, is mere- 
ly preliminary to an even greater strug-

“Pngiand has never off red the op- 
portunities of education to all, as the 
American schools have.

to emasculate American education, form 
a fatal educational policy. A struggle, 
but not a hopeless struggle, against en- 
vironment should. be the main factor in 
education. Examinations are the bug- 
bear of the English school system. One 
writer says that the multiplicity of ex- 
aminations is probably the greatest 
curse of English education today, espe- 
cially those imposed upon one school by 
the authorities of the next higher school. 
The public schools and the secondary 
schools are dominated, as to subject 
matter to be taught, by the Oxford and 
Cambridge local examinations. An anti- 
quated curriculum is now forced upon 
the preparatory schools by the public 
‘schools, and in turn upon the public 
schools by the colleges and universities. 
The examination evil must be curbed. 
The system of accredited. schools such 
as are found in the United States must 
be established, schools whose character 
of work is of such a high standard that 
the pupils recommended by their teach- 
ers may pass to the next higher school 
without examination. 


Another reform is the need of a 
clear and unimpeded road from ele- 
mentary school to university. Better ar- 
ticulation between the lower and higher 
schools is the cry. In New York City 
the road from the kindergarten to the 
university is open and free, and the 
change from one type of school to an- 
European countries. 

Better salaries are to be paid in the 
English schools in order to attract the 
best class of men and women as teach- 
ers. Great Britain is ready to spend 
much more money on education than she 
has heretofore. She is preparing to give 
her children more years at school, to 
equip her schools better, to grant schol- 
arshipa, to pay her teachers better sal- 


ley, ‘has suffered from the neglect. of 
the proper training of the imagination 
and of the feelings, and from starvation 
of the cravings for beauty in life. 
Beauty is not necessarily costly; it is 
not a luxury ot the rich. Simplicity can 
be as beautiful as any ornament, hence 
have it in the schools and in their fit- 
tings.’ 

In the great public schools of Eng- 
land, in which I gather there are about 
33,400 pupils, more than one-half of the 
time is devoted to the study of Latin 
and Greek. Most of the masters are 
classical men. There are about 28,300 
pupils under classical headmasters and 
about 2,500 under science and mathe- 
matics headmasters. Recently I spoke 
of these conditions and of reforms and 
the advocated remedies at a meeting. of 
our high school Priricipals” England 
has awakened to the value of scientific 
training in the schools. We in America 
will do well to remember its importance. 
More science must be taught in all 
of our educational institutions and in 
every one of our schools, first for its 
importance in application to production, 
then for scientific knowledge and scien- 
tific method, and lastly for an under- 
standing in dealing with any question. | 

Science must have a high place for all. 

Industry needs scientific advisers. Prog- 

ress depends on the rate at which a 
nation converts the. principles and the- 
ories of science into terms of . 
kact. 

Neglect of science among politi- 
cians, manufacturers, school men and 
among all ‘the older ranks of people,’ 

say the English educational authors, ‘is 
responsible for our industrial catas- 
trophe.’ It is a serious question. 
Science should be taught not only. for’ 
industrial reasons, but for mind train- 
ing. Science should be taught in ele- 
mentary schools in the form of nature 
study, elementary physics. chemistry 
and geography, not as occasional feat- 
ures, but as a foundation of elementary 
education. Science should no longer be 
regarded as the fifth wheel, but as the 


| first wheel to the coach of educational 


progress. There should be a strictly 
scientific training for those who are to 
make science their profession, and a 
general knowledge of. science for the 
public. Science must be brought to bear 
on all the work of the home, as in every 
other kind of work, in order to prevent 
alike waste of material, time and labor. 
Science is absolutely necessary to the 
nation that desires to gain and to main- 
tain national supremacy. The.teaching 
of science in the schools is, therefore, a 
necessity.”’

Nursery schools for all who cannot 
get similar training at home; elemen- 
tary schools up to the age of 14 for 
those who must go to productive work;

those who will still be able to give all 
of their time to — their education,

“The chief needs, according to this 
new method, according to-this new ed- 
ucation, will be physical training, whicn 
will include medical care, provision of 
suitable food, attention to hours of 
sleep, play, and work, gymnastic exer- 
cises, dancing games, scouting, and 
manual work in open air; second, intel- 
lectual training, which in the elemen- 
tary schools will include mastery of the 
tools for acquiring knowledge and 
awakening of intellect; in the voca- 
tional schools, vocational training, in 
the secondary schools, general courses 
for all alike in experimental. science, 
mathematics, the mother language, one 
other language, geography, literature, 
history, and then practice of arts and 
crafts and training in citizenship; third,

There is no more rea- 
son why Argentina should do a thing be- 
cause Brazil or Panama does it than 
there is reason why the United States 
should copy Mexico. 

“Argentina and Chile are in the south- 
ios temperate zone with the same 
\climatic conditions that the United 


States has in the north temperate zone, 


and with the same mental, moral, so- 
cial, and industrial conditions that may 
be attributed to climate. The problems 
of Argentina are very much the same 
as the problems of the United States, 
with some exceptions. For example, we 
have no hyphen difficulties. Although 
no country is more cosmopolitan than 


Argentina, James Bryce has written 
that patriotism here amounts to a ma- 
nia. So it does. Clemenceau, the 
Frenchman, expressed his amazement in 
Buenos Aires because the school chil- 
dren born in Argentina of French or 
Italian or English parents, with whom 
he talked, resented the idea of their be- 
ing anything but Argentines. With such 
a population, which along with its pa- 
triotism has a lively appreciation of 
what all the nations of Europe have con- 
tributed to our civilization, Argentina 
may be depended upon to do the right 
thing. It would have bowed to the 
greater power and influence and leader- 
ship of the United States—for which it 
entertains the greatest admiration and 
friendship—in guiding the policy of a 
great American group of nations to 
which all belonged and contributed, but 


it will not be told as an outsider what 
to do.“ 


That sums up the attitude of the Iri- 
goyen administration.

They referred to the impossibility of a 
separate peace for Russia without dis- 
memberment, and on that fact “banked 
their hope that Russia would continu 
be a factor in the war and their deter- 
mination not to abandon her “because of 
her domestice difficulties. 

To be entirely frank in the matter, the 
most recent upset in Russia is not 
looked upon in Washington as an un- 
mixed evil. At the time of the Korni- 
affair.in September, throughout the 
few days that it lasted, there was @ 
rather definite hope, not publicly ex- 
préssed in London, Paris, and Wash- 
ington; that the forceful, practical Cos- 
sack General would supersede the ideal- 
ist, Kerensky. And now, although this 
time Kerensky has been driven from 
Petrograd by the Bolsheviki agents of 
Germany, there is again hope that the 
outcome of the affair will be an entire- 
Hy, new leadership. Nobody says so yet, 
because. the period of mourning for Ke- 
rensky As a fallen leader has not ex- 
pired. But the news from Petrograd or 
Moscow that another Lvoff or Milukoftf 
or Korniloff had assumed the headship 
of affairs in Russia would be much more 
reassuring to the Allies than intorma- 
tion to the effect that Kerensky had suc- 
ceeded in getting himself reinstated. 

_Kerensky failed because he tried to 
do too many things at once and to be 
too many things to too many different 
groups. Everybody knows that now. 
He tried to establish a dteam Utopia 
in Russia at the same time that he was 
trying to keep the wolves out of Rus- 
sia.

N Nov. 26, 1916, Tus New York 
Times published the announce- 
O ment of an auction sale of auto. 
graph letters to take place in Lon! 
don early in December. Among the let- 
ters described was one alleged to be by 
General Robert E. Lee. The description 
was such as to identify this letter as the | 
famous Duty Letter ascribed to 
General Lee, and so called from the sen- 
tence therein. “ Duty, then, is the sub- 
limest word in our language. 
This letter was first printed 
New York Sun., Nov. 26, 1864. 
The announcement of the discovery of 
the original of this letter, in the hand- 
writing of General Lee, was startling, 
as it had always been repudiated by the 
Lee family, and was believed, beyond 
doubt, to be a forgery.

Very well,“ sad the General by 
way of dismissing the Tagliamento from 
the calculations, there are many other 
rivers—the Livenza, the Piave, the Bren- 
ta, the Adige, and the Mincio. I do not 
know where he will stand. I think the 
Piave will be the best. But let us leave 
all the rivers for a moment and consider 
the mountains, for the two must te 
taken together to understand the Italian 
frontier.. We must have an, army al- 
ways facing east along one of the riv- 
ers, and we must have another army 
always facing north in the mountains, 
and. the right wing of the mountain 
troops must always be within touch of 
the left wing of the troops on the river, 
whatever river it may be. In other 
words, Italy has a continuous front of 
485 miles, about 50 miles more than the 
combined French and British Uhr on 
the west. 

This is oun boundaries were 
of 1866. Prussia betrayed us then and 
let Austria fix a doundary that should 
always be a menace to Italy because it 
thrusts the Trentino, that great triangle 
of mountains, below what should be our 
northern boundary. making a great 
tooth, a. fang, always gnawing at and 
menacing. Italy. To defend ourselves, 
we must always begin by ‘fighting up 
the mountains to keep the enemy from 
pouring down upon our plains: We suc- 
ceeded in doing so in this war on the 
Trentino front.

angles. ot course it is not in ‘reality 
80 geometrically exact as I would seem 
to indicate, There are many twists. ana 
turns in the rivers and many deviations 
in the line of mountains, But, for the 
purposes of understanding the war 
ography of Northern Italy and Ita prin- 
ciples, it is necessary to have in mind 
the relative positions of mountains ani 
rivers and of the armies ranged along 
these mountains and rivers, The right 
langle will do better than ‘anything else 
as a symbol for. that purpose, showing 
that the army: in the mountains must 
always hold its own, facing to the north 
or advancing in that direction, and that 
the army on the river must always 
hold its own or advance facing, to the 
east. If either army retreats the other 
must draw in its lines or else be men- 
aced from,the rear. When we were 
fighting Austria alone no retreat was 
necessary. We did not have — 
men or munitions to withstand Ger-: 
Many and Austria combined with our’ 
front in the enemy country. 

We must now take. account of stock 
and measure our morale, our supplies. 
and our forces. The morale seems to 
be all that it should be. We are short: 
of munitions and supplies. We were 
short before the retreat began, and we 
had to abandon and destroy much of 
what we had when we were forced 
back. Our supply system must be re- 
organized and built up again before a 
counteroffensive can begin. As to our 
forces, we do not Know how many men 
the Allies are going to send into Italy 
or how many of our own troops can 
be spared from other ae of Italy for 
this work in the nerth. 

can make no brecht as to 
whether Italy's armies will be ready for 
the great counterstroke by Christmas or 
by next Spring. It is sure to come and 
to be successful. When and how are 
the problems to be worked out when we 
have brought the retreat to a full stop 
and begun a successful period of de- 
fensive warfare as a preliminary to 
something better? 

That brings us back to the original 
question—at which river shall: we defi- 
nitely halt? we have lost the Taglia- 
mento, but 1 da not ‘believe that it was 
seriously considered by the General 
Staff as the river on which to make the 
stand.
